THE CULTURE CF PEACHES. 


As per announcement made aj the meeting of 
the society held Saturday last; Mr. W. A. Bass, 
oae of the most prominent members of the.soci- 
ety, gave his views upon the sgbject of fertiliz- 
ing the earth around peach) trees and giape 
vines. The best fertilizer thithe knew of for 
enrichiug the ground and etying back to it the 
original strength, was strong wood ashes. A 
ha'f peck should be sprinkled upon the surface 
under each tree. He thought that wood ashes was 
like the old woman’s rabbit foot—‘good for 
anything ”’ 

He ueed about thirty bushels of ashes every 
year to tertilize the ground where he raised 
his grapes. The ashes should te sprinkied 
on the ground for four or five feétou all sides of 
the vine. His grapes never rotted. He had a 
fine yield every year, and the quality was ex. 
cellent. Peach trees, he believdd,’ 

REQUIRED A GOCD DEAL OF ASHES 


to make the fruit grow large and be finely fla- 
yored. One hundred trees well taken care of 
by pruning them and thinning out the fruit, in 
his opinion, would yield more fruit than five 
hundred trees ordinarily cared for. His expex 
rience in fruit-raising, and especially that of 
peaches, convinced him that there was more 
money 1n raising fine fruit than in planting cot- 
ton. ' 

The information given the society by Professor

Mies Laura A. Haygood was ca'led to the chair 

Miss Haygood stated the object of the meet- 
‘ng, and gave some interesting facts concerning 
Miss Taylor's liie and death. Born in New York, 
chiefly educated in that state, she came to Geor- 
gia jn 1860, and became in the early part of her 
career fully identified with the educational in- 
terests of our state, teaching successively in Ma- 
rietta, Macon and Atlanta. She came to Atlanta 
in the spring of 1865, and continued her work 
here until May, 1877, when she resigned her po- 
sition as principal teacuer of the Girls’ High 
school. Ia January, 1878, she sailed for Europe 
with the design of spending two or three years 
in traveling and perfecting herself in the French 
and Germam, languages, after which it was no 
doubt her intention to resume her life-work 
But these bright anticipations were not to be 
realizsd; and death has claimed her forghis 
own. 

Mr, Malien and Miss Haygool as co-laborers 
with Miss Taylor, gave deserved tributes to her 
efficiency as a teacher; and after expressions oi 
affectionate feeling and grateful remembrance 
from some of her old scholars, the following res- 
olution was adopted by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That we, the former pupils of Miss 
Carrie A. Taylor, haye heard with the deepest 
sorrow the sad intelligence of ber death, and 
that we will ever cherish the memory of one to 
whom we owe many of the most pleasant and 
profitabie hours of our lives. 

A committee of five, consisting of Misses Fay, 
Oozart, Wight, Castleberry and Mrs. Hudson was 
appointed to prepare a more extended memorial, 
after which the meeting adjourned.

But on the other hand it must not be forgotten 
that we have actually 200,000 to 300,000 bales less 
to feed consumption till the gew crop arrives 
than we had last year, and we only escaped a sc- 
vere pinch last autumn by extensive short time. - 
We doubt if consuinption will be reduced much 
be’ow last year, and therefore we expect that 
the fear of scarcily will return during the au- 
tumn and at least a temporary spart. in 
these calcuiations we are always assuming a 
large. American crop, but it will be unusual if 
we pass through the autumn without an outcry. 
Our market is usually shot up atthe start of the 
American crop bysuch rumors, The ctocks in 
t'e world are then so light that they are easily 
controlied, and by autumn they will be more 
nearly exhausted than for many years past, con- 
sequently we will be liable to sudden impulses 
from America.and merchants foreseeing this are 
likely to hold their stocks firmly, and stiffs 
prices whenever spinners enter the market 
freely. 

In the last few days we have reports from 
America of injury to the crop in the Gulf siates 
from heavy rains, but we don’tattach much im -
